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The  subscribers  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  town 
to  the  extraordinar}'-  expenses  the  past  year,  over  and  above  appro- 
priations made  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  One  item  of  expense  is 
shovelling  snow,  which  cost  $406.77  more  than  the  appropriation  ; 
also,  $280.16  on  roads  and  bridges,  most  of  which  was  occasioned  by 
parties  petitioning  the  County  Commissioners  to  widen,  straighten 
and  otherwise  improve  Jerusalem  Road  ;  and  the  town  being  obliged 
to  appear  with  counsel,  and  oppose  the  praj^er  of  the  petitioners, 
believing  themselves  competent,  able  and  willing  to  improve  that 
road,  only  give  them  the  time ;  also,  $186.00  for  repairs  on  fire- 
engine  and  hose,  and  $173.00  for  insurance  on  Town  Hall,  which 
will  not  occur  again  for  five  3^ears  ;  also,  expended  by  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  $555.87  more  than  the  amount  appropriated  for  that 
purpose,  in  improvements  in  the  house  and  repairs  on  the  house, 
making  a  total  of  $1,601.80.  which  would  have  been  applied  to  re- 
duce the  town  debt,  if  the  above  expenses  had  not  occurred,  reducing 
the  debt  $4,884.61  instead  of  the  $3,282.81  actually  reduced.
